Sub : Establishment of a new Regional Office of the Ministry 
of Environment & Forests at Ranchi, 

No. 7-l/96-RO(HQ).—The Government of Ihdia liad set up 
live Regional Offices of the Ministry of Environment & Forests 
(MOEF) vide Resolution N 0 . 37-3/85-FP dt. 7-4-86 at Banga¬ 
lore, Bhopal, Bh.ibaneswar, Lucknow and Shillong with a Head¬ 
quarter Unit at N c w Delhi to deal with Forest ■ Conservation 
matters and the increasing work relating to all aspect of Envir¬ 
onmental Management and Pollution Control of projects and 
activities in the country. The Regional offices were further 
strengthened vide Resolution No. 17-3/88-PC dt. 12-5-88 of 
the Regional Offices and opening the sixth Regional Office 
at Chandigarh. 

2. Keeping in view thc extent of forest areas in Bihar and the 
distribution of work load amongst the Eastern Regional Offices 
it has been decided to set up the seventh Regional Office at 
Ranchi Eastern plateau or Upper-East (UE) carving it outfrom 
RO (EZ) Bhubaneswar and RO(SZ) Bangalore without creating 
additional staff. Ranchi Office will be manned by a Conser¬ 
vator of Forests (C) drawn from RO (HZ) Bhubaneswar with 
supporting staff drawn from the two Regional Offices. The 
Conservator of Forests (Clin RO(UL) Ranchi will be the Head 
of the Department and also exercise powers delegated for 
diversion of forest land under Forest (Conservation) Act, 1980 
read with guide lines section l.l.(iii)., 

3. The Regional Offices will disc-lunge the following functions:— 

A. FORESTRY FUNCTIONS 

(i) To monitor and evaluate all ongoing forestry develop¬ 
ment projects and schemes with specific emphasis on 
conservation of forests: 

(ii) To assist the States ond Union Territories in preparation 
of proposals involving diversion of forest lands for non- 
forestry purposes under the provisions of the Forest (Con¬ 
servation) Act, 1980 for expeditious processing and dis¬ 
posal of such gases: 

(iii) To undertake physical inspection of sites in cases of 
diversion of forests involving an area of more than 40 ha: 

(iv) To monitor the implementation of conditions and safe- 
' guard stipulated by the Central Government in regard to 

diversions approved under the Forests (Conservation)

(v) To assist the States and Union I'erriiories in the prepa¬ 
ration of management plans for working of forests under 
their control within the framework of guidelines issued by 
the Central Government from time to lime:

(vii) Approval of diversion of forest land to the extent of 5 ha, 
(except mining and reguiurisation of encroachment) and 
to process cases between 5 ha. to 20 ha. in consultation 
with the Suite Advisory Committees: 

(viii) Rendering assistance in preparation of the National For¬ 
estry Action Plan (NFAP) 


(ix) To assist Paryavaran Vahinis (Total 100 District have 
been selected for starting Paryavaran Vahinis in the initial 
stage) as observers and technical advisors: 

(x) Regional lev e l technical & Scientific consultation on bio¬ 
logical diversity: and 

(xi) Monitoring of Centrally Sponsored schemes. 

B. ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT AND POLLU¬ 
TION CONTROL FUNCTIONS
